Than Nation

While there was one" divorce 
for every four marriages In th* 
United States In 1648, In Los 
Angeles the ratio was one di­ 
vorce for every two marriages. 
Supe'rlor Judge Thomas J. Cun- 
ningham told the Lawyers Club 
recently.

Children are the main suffer- 
rs, the jurist said.
After explaining that In his | 

opinion the most Important | 
reason divorces are Mill rising 
In Los Angeles county while 
dropping in the country as a 
whole IB "that divorce, is too 
easy In California." Judge Cun- 
ningham offered a plan for "In­ 
formal" reconciliation attempts 
whqre children are involved.

Divorce. procedure Is to re­ 
main the same where no chil­ 
dren are Involved, but when a 
complaint for divorce shows 
children are present, both par­ 
ties should be ordered before a 
judge "for possible reconcilia­ 
tion."

If necessary a bench warrant 
should be issued to bring un­ 
willing parties before the court, 
since, the judge explained, "my 
experience has shown, that m 
many Instances one party IB so 
br»ken up he feels that It the 
other wants a dlvorcfc to let i< 
go ahead. If the case Is dis­ 
cussed with a judge Informally 
reconciliation can often be ef 
fectcd."
